BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW43.20B.695 and 1987 ¢ 283 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Except as provided in subsection (4) of this section, vendors
shall pay interest on overpaynents at the rate of one percent per nonth
or portion thereof. Where partial repaynent of an overpaynent is nade,
interest accrues on the remaining bal ance. Interest will not accrue
when t he overpaynent occurred due to departnment error

(2) If the overpaynent is discovered by the vendor prior to
di scovery and notice by the departnent, the interest shall begin
accruing ninety days after the vendor notifies the departnent of such
over payment .

(3) If the overpaynent is discovered by the departnment prior to
di scovery and notice by the vendor, the interest shall begin accruing
((as follows, whichever occurs first:

{2y)) thirty days after the date of notice by the departnent to the
vendor ( (—e+
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{b) Ninety days after the date of overpaynent to the vendor)).

(4) This section does not apply to:

(a) Interagency or intergovernnental transactions;

(b) Contracts for public works, goods and services procured for the
excl usi ve use of the departnent, equipnent, or travel; and

(c) Contracts entered into before Septenber 1, 1979, for contracts
with nedical assistance funding, and August 23, 1983, for all other
contracts.
